Federal candidates 
ready to campaign 


An 11-week federal 
election campaign was 
triggered this weekend 
by Conservative Prime 
Minister Stephen 
Harper, kicking off what 
is expected to be the 
costliest campaign ever, 
and the longest in more 
than a century. 

And with the 
Conservatives, New 
Democrats and Liberals 
all having a legitimate 
shot at forming the next 
government, die three 
months leading up to 
the Oct. 19 federal elec¬ 
tion could turn into one 
of the most vicious and 
no holds-barred affairs 
in recent memory. 

In the Niagara Falls 
riding, which includes 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
and Fort Erie, federal 
Liberal candidate Ron

Treating acute heart attacks: 
it's all about organization 


The risk of heart attacks 
and stroke has dropped 
30-40% in the last decade. 

This success can be 
attributed to better control 
of high blood pressure, 
widespread use of choles¬ 
terol lowering drugs, fewer 
smokers, and better meth¬ 
ods for treating acute heart 
attacks and stroke with 
thrombolytic agents, stents 
and in the case of ischemic 
strokes, plucking the clot 
out with an extractor. 

This success is remark¬ 
able given the increased 
prevalence of diabetes and 
obesity, both of which are 
associated with increased 
risk of heart attack and 
stroke. So what’s missing 
from this otherwise upbeat 
story of success? 

It turns out that while a 
stent in an acute heart 
attack dramatically reduces 
the risk of damage to the 
heart, stents inserted pro- 
phylactically into chroni¬ 
cally narrowed coronary 
arteries in patients with 
angina don’t appear to 
reduce the risk of acute 
heart attacks, even if they 
do reduce the angina. 

And cholesterol-lower¬ 
ing drugs (statins) do just 
as well as stents at reducing 
chronic effort-related angi¬ 
na. What’s going on here? 
Why doesn’t opening up 
obvious bottlenecks in cor¬ 
onary arteries reduce the 
risk of acute heart attacks? 

The reason is that acute 
heart attacks aren’t so 
much related to those 
chronically pinched coro¬ 
naries as they are to rup¬ 
tures in fatty plaques within 
the arterial wall. The site of 
those ruptures often bears 
little relationship to the 
degree with which the cor¬ 
onary was previously nar¬ 
rowed. 

Ruptured plaques pro¬ 
voke the formation of a

local blood clot, which if it 
becomes large enough, may 
cut off the blood supply to 
the heart muscle down¬ 
stream from the clot. 

Inserting a stent into the 
blocked coronary works by 
restoring the blood flow but 
must be done in a timely 
fashion before the heart 
muscle become irreversibly 
damaged. 

The latter often provokes 
irregularities in the coordi¬ 
nated contraction of the 
heart. Those irregularities, 

fatal and if the damage to 
the heart muscle was exten¬ 
sive enough, may lead to 
acute or chronic heart fail- 

The other reason mor¬ 
tality and morbidity in 
acute heart attack and 
stroke declined is that the 
health care system has 
become much better orga- 

the U.S. and Canada to 
reduce the time interval 
between the heart attack 
(or stroke) and when treat¬ 
ments such as clot busting 
drugs are administered, or 
in the case of acute heart 
attacks, a stent is inserted. 

To get the time down 
between the call to EMS 
and treatment to less than 
an hour is the new 'gold 
standard’ for acute heart 
attacks and requires a lot of 
organization and changes 
in medical culture. 


For example in many 
regions in North America, 
EMS can send a copy of the 
EKG wirelessly to the local 
emergency room where the 
on-call physician, without 
waiting for a cardiologist's 
opinion, makes the deci¬ 
sion about whether the 
patient is suffering form an 
acute heart attack. 

With a single call, the ER 
physician may then sum¬ 
mon all members of the 
on-call heart attack team, 
including nurses, physi¬ 
cians and an interventional 
radiologist. 

The goal is for all mem¬ 
bers of the team to con¬ 
verge on the treatment cen¬ 
ter within 15 to 30 minutes. 
Once there, in a room pre¬ 
viously set aside and appro¬ 
priately stocked for just 
such an emergency, the 
team preps the patient, fol¬ 
lowing which a catheter is 
inserted into the femoral 
artery in the groin and 
threaded into the blocked 
coronary artery and a stent 
is inserted to keep the 
artery open - all within 15 
minutes or less. 

It’s all very slick when 
the infrastructure and high¬ 
ly organized and trained 
staff are available 24/7. 
That’s how it works for 
heart attacks and the way it 
should work for stroke. 

Recent studies have 
clearly shown that the out¬ 
come from strokes caused 
by clots blocking the large 
arteries supplying the 

the clot is mechanically 
extracted compared to the 
administration of a clot 
busting drug alone. 

The brain is very vulner¬ 
able to the absence of oxy¬ 
gen and glucose and 
improving outcomes is 
more than fancy drugs; it’s 
about getting things done 


Phragmites doing terrible damage 


Have you heard of inva¬ 
sive phragmites? 

I had not, and when local 
ecologist Lynn Legallais tele¬ 
phoned me and offered to 
drive me around to see this 
terrible weed, also called 
common reed, causing dam¬ 
age to our wetlands and 
beaches, I jumped at the 
chance. 

It was a lovely day for 
drive in the countryside. I 
had done some homework, 
and learned that when this 
terrible weed first showed 
up several years ago, it 
seemed to love ditches and 
all waterways, and grew in 
amongst the bullrushes. But 
it is taller and stronger and 
the roots emit a toxin that 
deters other plants, and so 
this eight-foot tall wall 
advanced over our country¬ 
side, each tall stem holding 
up a seed head containing 
2,000 seeds. 

As I said, I was looking 
forward to a drive out to the

Magdalena Titian is no 
stranger to the pumphouse 
- she was one of the artists 
to display her work at the 
first outside show on the 
property. 

The building had not yet 
been restored, she said - 
the windows were cracked, 
it was full of mice, and the 
pump that had supplied 
water to town residents 
was still in the front room. 

Once it opened as an art 
centre, she was the first 
instructor to teach there, 
she said. 

She was drawn to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake from 
the first time she visited, 
and almost 30 years ago, 
bought her little home on 
Gate St., a former slave 
cottage, and began paint¬ 
ing the beautiful gardens 

That became her signa¬ 
ture style, and she still dis¬ 
covers new gardens she 
would love to paint - her 
style is plein air, meaning 
she paints outdoors, sur¬

"I’m a walker, I walk 
every day, and I still see 
gardens that inspire me.

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Lailey Vineyard sold, production facility expanding

Lailey Vineyard has 
been sold. 

Donna and David 
Lailey, teachers who took 
over the family farm in 
1970 from David’s par¬ 
ents, have retired. 

The business had been 
for sale for several years, 
says Ed Haddon, retail 
operations manager, and 
with nine years experi¬ 
ence at Lailey, the only 
senior employee to remain 
with John Chang and his 
wife Allison Lu, owners of 
LuLu Island Winery in 
B.C., and another winery 


set to open later this year. 

Lailey winemaker Derek 
Barnett, a former partner 
in the business with the 
Laileys, chose not to 
remain with the new own¬ 
ers, says Haddon. 

The business was divid¬ 
ed into two parts, in a 
“complicated sale” that 
occurred in stages to 
Chang, with the sale of 
the winery business, 
including the retail store, 
closing last week. The 
turnover of the property 
and house was completed 
in July. 

The retail store was 
closed during the transi¬ 
tion of ownership, but will 


reopen soon, Haddon 

Comments on social 
media have the vineyards 
being tom up, icewine for 
export becoming the focus 
of the winery and the 
entire 2015 vintage being 
scrapped all together. 

That’s not true, said 
Haddon. 

He says there was exten¬ 
sive damage to the vines 
last winter, and this year’s 
yield is considerably 
smaller than recent years. 

There is a "significant" 
renovation underway that 
includes a new produc- 

likely be ready for the fall 


harvest, so this year, it 
might only be icewine 
that is made, he said 
If the sale had closed 
last March, “we’d be 
ready,” he said, but it 
didn’t, and they’re not. 

But that's not the plan 
for the future - Chang, the 
winemaker in his B.C. 
operation, has bought 
another 20 acres of vine¬ 
yards up the Niagara River 
Parkway planted mostly 
with Riesling, and plans 
to expand the selection of 
table wines. 

“We’ll be making table 
wines next year.” 

In the meantime, he 
said, “we’ve got about 18 


months of Lailey wines to 
sell.” 

Another rumour, that 
Lailey wines will no lon¬ 
ger be sold in restaurants, 
is also untrue, he said. 

Chang has decided to 
stop sales to Ottawa and 
Toronto restaurants, "but 
if it’s close enough that I 
can put a case in my car 
and drive it there, we’ll 
still be selling it,” he said. 

Lulu Island’s website 
describes Chang as a 
winemaker with 30 years 
experience, having 
learned to make wine 
from his grandmother. 
With a new $7-million 
production plant, he is 


combining Chinese tradi¬ 
tional winemaking meth¬ 
ods with modern Western 
technology and equip- 

Haddon was speaking 
for the owners who have 
returned to B.C. since the 
sale closed, but he 
couldn't address the issue 
of who will be making 
Lailey wines in future, 
with Barnett gone. 

“We’re headless at the 
moment, but that's not 
my department," he said. 

"But like everybody 
else, we’re trying to make 
the best wine we can and 
make a nickel while we’re
